In the case of a rich fruit cake, 
some care must be taken to prevent 
‘the irult falling to the bottom of the 
tin during baking. An excellent 
plan consists of warming the fruit In 
the oven before adding.’ The flour 
niso should be hented, as flour. has a 
tendency to absorb moisture if it has 
been instock for any length of time. 

_Never omit to slove the flour. In 
order to ensure the Hghtness of a 
cake, a chef often goes the length of 
passing the flour through his sieve 
three times in quick’ succession. 

When moking a Scotch currant 
bun, rub a generous piece of butter 
into the flour which 8 used for bind- 
ing the fruit interlor, If this is.done, 
the fruit will remain soft and julcy 
even after the-cake has been cut 
for months. 

In spite of precautions, a cake will 
sometimes be soft and sodden in the 
centre. One certain way of prevent- 
Ing this Is to procure a with ao 
hole in the centre, This allows the 
heat to penctrate evenly, and the re- 
sultant cake, which is in the. form 
of o ring, is very ornamental indecd. 
A coke fircd in one of these tins will 
do in nbout half the usual Aime.

For thls purpose heat 
up the tea ‘and Icaves in the pan, 
‘which should be well rinsed after- 
wards. Also, hot tea poured down 
u sink or drain prevents smell ond 
may be done with advantage two or 
three. times weekly especially. during 
warm weather. 

Ten, carefully strained and slight- 
ly warmed, makes a plendid cleancr 
for polished furnitures: “When spong- 
ed with it and polished afterwards 
with a soft. dry. cloth, varnished 
woods renew their gloss: wonderfully. 
And not only {fs tea good for wood 
but cquully so for glass, such as 
window panes and mirrors. | 

A sponging with strong tea re- 
news the freshness of black 
materlals, Sille above all regains its 
sheen, and if a touch of sugar Ls add- 
ed, Its stiffness also. Tea leaves are 
‘good for other materials. 1t was not 
only to Iny the dust that, before the 
days of vacuum cleaners, carpets 
and rugs were liberally besprinkled 
with tea leaves before brushing, but 
also to bring up the colour of the 
carpet. : : . 

A pad of plain Unt soaked in cold 
tea and‘laid on the eyes relieves them 
greatly, taking awny aches and tired- 
hess. It is good, too, as o rinse for 
dark hair,.and when used as a hair 


tonic for dark hair prevents prema- | 


ture greyness. ~

The Japanese successes along 
the Wuhan “Maginot Line”, 
culminating. six weeks’ bitter 
bombardment in which until 
this week the Chinese have held 
steadfast against odds that 
would have crushed many a 
Western Power, need not be 
taken as an indication of the 
early fall of Hankow. 
thing points to the city which 
cradled the Chinese Revolution 
twenty-seven years ago remain- 
ing inviolate unti! well into 
1939. : 

In the north, where the 
Japanese have severed the 
Peiping-Hankow Railway, their

In the 
where they have attained the 
summit of the Tapieh range of

South of the Yang- 
tse, the Japanese have made 
comparatively little progress 
since their great offensive 
started on September 3, al- 
though their claim that Aikow 
has fallen will, if substantiated, 
possibly prelude the fall of 
Tehan, around which one of the 
greatest battles since 1918 hay 
incessantly raged for six weeks. 
. It is improbable, cable des-

N the life of every man 
] and woman there are 

several regular and un- 
avoidable crises. Starting 
to breathe is one; starting 
to talk is another. Probably 
to most of us starting to be 
fer adult is the worst of the 
ot.

Is it necessary that this: last 
should be such a terrible crisis? 
Need leaving school or the uni- 
versity be a crisis at all? 


Consider what it is that 
schools have to do. A school is 
a factory where boys and girls 
are turned into little men and 
women -(there are those. other 
factories, too, of course, where 
little ladies and gentlemen come 
from). Upon leaving this fac- 
tory the child is suddenly 
Inunched upon a strange and 
dificult world. It is like & tree 
uprooted just as it is coming 
into bloom. . 


The child cannot recall that 
other violent egress some years 
before, but it may perhaps be 
vaguely aware of a reception 
that was not cold or unfriendly.

I HAVE just discovered 
the answer to this 
question.

_Archbishop On Duty - 
Of Christians 


The Archbishop of Wales (Dr, 
Green), Jn an address ot Bnngor 
Diocesan Conference recently, satd 
that the Chuncellor of the Exche- 
quer, In his final speech .on the Fin- 
ance Bill in the House of Commons, 
struck a solemn note In his reflec- 
tions on the folly of the world’s fan- 
tastlc expenditure upon armaments 
and on the mennce this fact holds’ 
for the future unless the arms race 
can be halted by international agree- 
ment, 


That was exactly what Christlans 
had been saying for the last twenty 
yeors and longer. In a sermon the 
Archbishop preuched in 1928 before 
the University of Oxford, he sald, 
“When all has been sald that can be 
sud to mect the case of belngs that 
ore slowly rising from brutedom to 
the Kingdom of Heaven, nothing re- 
mains to weaken our conviction that 
war js a great evil from which we 
must strive to save humanity, In- 
deed, when we reflect on the tre- 
mendous weapons which modern 
knowledge, and skill pince in the 
hands of warriors we must commit 


sulcldal mania {if we will not stop 
war," ‘ 


The Chancejlor of the Exchequer 
sald that Britain did not ‘start the 
race, or set the pace, History 
teaches us that “when a.strong mon

disqualifies for Church membership

Christan community. A lamentable 
confusion of mind exists, where it Is 
asserted that that what Js politically 
Tegal is — ecclestastically lawful. 
Church and State have always been 
distinct."

A NOTED 
CRICKETER 
PASSES ON 


LORD HAWKE 


London, Oct. 10. 

The death has occurred of Lord 
Hawke, President of the M.C.C. from 
1914 to 1918—Reuter. Bulletin. 

Martin Bladen Hawke, famous 
cricketer and seventh Baron Hawke, 
was born in August 1800, and educat- 
ed at Eton and Magdalene College, 
Cambridge. At the preparatory 
schools he showed on aptitude for 
cricket, but batted Icft-handed until 
induced to play _in the normal way. 
At Eton he excelled ot the game and 
was a fine sprinter. In one match 
he scored in the first innings 172 runs 
out of a total of 191 and ran six men 
out in his attempts to “bag the 
bowling.” In the second innings his 
score was 9} out of 121. One of his 
fags at Eton was the boy who after- 
wards became Gen. Lord Rawlinson. 


On going to Cambridge Hawke won 
successes both {n running and cricket, 
and: was captain of the university 
cricket team in his final year. Being 
a Yorkshireman by long descent, he 
readily necepted an invitation _ to 
play for Yorkshire agalnst the M.C.C. 
at the Scarborough Festival of 1882 
and next year he was made captain. 
He took an undisciplined team and 
moulded {t into an invincible side. 
Until he resigned the captaincy in 
1910 the Yorkshire eleven stood out 
as one of the most admirable 
examples of efficiency and discipline. 
In that period he played in many big 
matches—ngainst visiting Australian 
teams and also in Australla, South 
Africa, India, the United States and 
Argentina, 


He succeeded to the peerage on the 
death of his father in 1887. 


Lord Hawke was president of the 
M.C.C. from 1914 to 1918, Liter he 
became its treasurer and it was not 
until April 1938, when he was in his 
faith year, that he retired from the 
post. { 


Hawke never hesitated to say 
what he thought. Golf he denounc- 
ed as a selfish game, urging young 


oj men to take up cricket and football 


and thus learn to play for their side. 
In opening a new green he declared. 
that no man should play bowls unill 
he was 60. In 1931 when o woman 
NLP. asserted that the Australlans 
had won because they were tee- 
totallers, he showed that seven of 
them were not, while at least six of 
the English eleven were very ab- 


«|stemious In 1924 Hnwke published 


his reminiscences which are full of 
cricketing history.

“New units will be provided 
include cight tank regiments and 
anti-tank battallons, Horse  regl- 
ments will be retained as a reserve 
for the cavalry now that so many of 
the regular Army cavalry units have 
been mechanised." 

Referring to the calling up of the 
territorial oMcers and men during 
the crisis, Mr. Hore-Belisha sald thut 
when men not in the Army by pro- 
fession are , assembled with such 
suddenness under arrangements 
which have not been tried out pre- 
viously, defects in the machinery 
were bound to be revealed. 

“In the matter of personnel «few 
defects were disclosed, but in the 
matter of cquipment, os everyone 
knows, there remains much. to be 
done, . : 

“It must be realised that a pro 
gramme of ambitious proportions is 
progressive and aot instantancous In 
Sulfilment,  To-day's antt-alrcraft 
units were double those.of a year 
ago, and next year they will-be al- 
most doubled again.”

For this purpose heat 
up the ten and leaves in the pan, 
which should be well rinsed  after- 
wards, Also, hot tea poured down 
a sink or drain prevents smell and 
may be done with advantage two or 
three times weekly especially “during 
warm wenther, 
’ Tea, carefplly strained and slight- 
ly warmed, makes a plendid cleaner 
for pollshed furniture. “When spong- 
ed with it and polished afterwards

LONDON, Oct. 10. 
LTHOUGH THE MOBILISATION .of the British 
fleet was never completed it is now revealed that 
nearly 30,000 men were at their posts within three days 
of the mobilisation proclamation being signed by His 
‘Majesty. — . 

Nearly a quarter of a century has passed since the 
previous mobilisation of the Fleet but the latest effort 
was:a thorough success because of the smooth working 
‘machinery and the wonderfully enthusiastic response of 
the personnel. 


His Majesty signed the 
Proclamation at 11 a.m. Five 
hours later the first* reservist 
reading of the gituation from his 
morning newspaper had reported 
to his: depot. 

No lesy than 4,000 men arrived at 
one depot on the first day. At 
another centre 4,500 men passed 
through the whole routine of medical 
examination and dental examination, 
pay urrangements, gas masks, cte., 
within 24 hours, 

The men were drafted to their 
ships without any deloy and many 
were on their way within three hours 
of reporting.

‘ TERRIENS TO BE 

REORGANISED . 
London, Oct. 11. 

A complete reorganisation of the 
Territorial’ Army haa been announced 
by Mr, Leslic Hore-Bellsha, Secretary:

“Changes will be made to produce 
an up-to-date army capable of} - 
reinforcing the regulars by units or 
formations," declared the Minister jn 
a statement fssucd last night, 

“The new Territorial Army will 
have both light tnd heavy machine 
gun battalions, while the artillery 
will have cight instead of four guns 
In cach battery. 

“New units will be provided 
include elght tank regiments and 
antl-tank battalions, Horse regi- 
ments will be retained as a reserve 
for the cnvalry now that 50 many of 
the regular Army cavalry Units have 
been mechanised.” * 

Referring to the calling up of the 
territorial oMcers and men during 
the crisis, Mr, Hore-Belisha sald thut 
when men not in the Army by pro- 
fession are assembled with such 
suddenness under — arrangements 
which have not been tried out pre- 
viously, defects in the machinery 
were bound to be revealed.

A protest to the German ‘com- 
mander was {n voln, as he replied 
that a deputatlon of the Inhabitants 
had invited him to occuny the reglon 
because “it ia chiefly Inhabited by 
Sudeten Germans.” 

The Hungarians, while the Ger- 
man army marches into Czecho- 
Slovakia from the north and west,

OCCUPATION COMPLETED 


Berlin, Oct. 10. 

The German: Supreme Command 
‘announced the completion of the oc- 
‘cupation of the Sudeten territories 
‘according to plan in a communique 
issued to-night. 

The message added that the Ger- 
mon Air Foree had taken over the 
Czech Air Force propertics and set 
up anti-nircraft guns.

BRITAIN CANNOT

Lord Cecil asked if ff should be 
sald in Britain, in our joy at ob- 
tuining peace for ourselves, we were 
forgetting those In China who are 
fighting so just a 
own peace. 

“ Ptuse to believe thst our cotn- 
try would accept 50 miserable a posi- 
tion,” said the speaker. 

Other speakers included the Am- 
bassndor, Mr. Quo Tal-chi, Mr. Peter 
Fleming, Times correspondent, who 
graphically described what he had 
seen during his tour: of the war 
areas in China, and Miss Rose Tou, 
n Chinese girl who has been work~- 
ing at medical relict behind the 
Chinese Ines and has just arrived in 
England.

14 Die In Air Crash On 
Brussels-Berlin Route 


~ BERLIN, Oct. 10. 


A BELGIAN CIVIL PLANE en route’ from. Brussels to 
Berlin crashed at Lake Moche, near Soest, to-day. — ve 
Ten passengers and the crew of four were killed. 


The machine was a three-engined 
Itallan Suvola plane and picked up 
all but two of its passengers at 
Duesseldorf. Those on board in- 
cluded a married couple nnd the 
manager of the Rhine Mctal Works, 
Herr Luther. <All those killed were 
Germans, while the crew wero all 
Belgian. 


The machine crashed from amid 
moderately high clouds only twenty 
minutes after leaving Duesseldorf. 
According’ to witnesses the ‘wings 
were broken off before the machine 
hit the ground. Parts of the ma- 
chine, which crashed into an open’ 
field, were scattered over on nrca 
1,500 feet in circumference, A Ger- 
man commission of inquiry is al- 
ready at the scene ond a Belgian 
commission Js also on its way. 


Among the dead are three children 
and two women.—Trans-Occan.
